The time to gather al roots is 
before the hearb run up to ſeed, ſor then they are ſofteſt, as you may ſee by 
Radiſhes, carrots, parſneps &c. the roots of which, you may perceive hard 
when they run up to ſeed and not becauſe the ſap is then in the root, as the vul- 
gar hold; for if the ſap roſe and fell as they hold, then the root muſt grow in 
winter only, as the branches do in Summer, which, experience will ſhew to be 
falſe 3 for the root grows only in Summer, as the branches do; you ſee what 
a wooden Doctor Tradition is: Would not this make every on endeavour to 
Study a reaſon for what he doth ? and ſee how our forefathers have been led 
by Tradition. The truth is, it is the Sun is the author of life and growth to 
the whol Creation, he was ordained of God for that end; when he comes on

HE: Plants, and other Medi- 
cines manijeſtly operate, either 
by Hear, Coldnefs, Dringls, or Maj- 
ſure, for the world being compaleg af 
ſa many qualities, they and only they 
can be fqund in the world, ang the 
mixtures of chem one with another. 

But that thele may appear as cleer as 
the dun when he js upon the Merigi- 
an, I ſhal treat of them ſeverally, and 
in this Order.

Tf the Warld be compeſed of Ex- 
treams, then it acts by Extreams, for 
as the man is, ſo is his work : therfore 
it is impoſſible that any Medicine can 
be temperate, hut may be reduced ro 
Heat, Cold, Drineſs, or Moiſture, and 
muſt operate (I mean ſuch as operate

Thus then I conclude the matter to 


be, Thoſe Medicines are called Tem- 


perate (not becauſe they have no exceſs 
of Temperature at al in them ) which 


much as wil amaupe to the firſt, eprec 
gf excels, for daily experience witneſ- 
ſeth that they heing gdded to Medi- 


| cines, change not their qualities, they 


make them neither hotter nor colder, 

Their Uſe. They are uſed in ſuch 
Difegfcy where there is no manifeſt di- 
* of che firſt qualities, viz, Heat 
and Cold: for Example, in Obſtru- 
ction ot the Bowels, where cold Me- 
dicines might make the Obſtruction 
gener » and hot Medicines cauſe a 

eaver. 

In Feavers of Flegm, here the cauſe 
is cold and moift, and the effect hot 
and dry; in ſuch, uſe temperate medi- 
cines which may neither encreaſe the 
Feaver by their hegt, nor condenſac 
the Flegm by their coldnels. 

Beſides, Becauſe Contraries are ta- 
ken away by their Contraries, & every 
Like maintained by its Like; they are 


of grest uſe, tu preſerve the conſtituti- 


on of the Body temperate, and the Bo- 


| dy it ſelf in ſtrength and vigor, and 


may be uſed without danger, or fear of 
danger, by conſidering what part of the 
Body is weak, and uſing ſuchtempe- 
rate Medicines as axe approptiated io 
that part. 

Of Medicines Hot. 

The care of the Ancient Phyfitians 
was ſuch that they did not labor to 
hide from, hut impart to Poſteritymot 
only the temperature of Medicines in 
general, bur alſo their degrees in tem: 


perate mixture, ſo cxquiſitely of theſe 


Perarure, that ſo the diltempered — 


may be brought to its temperature, an 

no furcher * al things which are of 
a contrary temperature, conduce not 
io cute. but the ſtrength of the con- 
wariery muſt be obſerved, that ſo the 
Medicine may be neither weaker nor 
ſtronger, than juſt to take away the di- 
ſteiper ;- fof if the diſtemper be bur. 
meanly hot, and you apply = Medicine 
cold in the fourth degree, tis true you 
may ſoon remove that diſtemper of 
heat, and bring another os cold twice 
2s bad. Galen. de mp. med. facul.

Then Secondly, Not only the di- 
flemper ir ſelf, but alſo the part of the 
body di ſtempered muſt be heeded; for 
if the Head be diſtempered by heat, 
and you give fuch Medicines as cool 
the Heart or Liver, you wil bring a- 
nerher diſeaſe, and not cure che Pie. 
mer. 

The Degrees then of Temperature 
we to be diligenily hceded, which an- 
cient Phy ſitians have concluded to be 
Four, in the qualities, viz. Heat and 
Cold; of each of which we ſhal ſpeak 
2 word or two ſeverally. 

Of Medicines hot in the 
ſirſt Degree. 

Thoſe are ſaid to be hot in the firſt 
Degree, which indace a Moderate and 
Natural heat to the Body, and to the 


parts thereof, either cold by Nature, 
or cooled by accident, by which Nartu- |, 


ral heat is cheriſhed when weak, or re- 
ſtored when wanting. | 

Effect 1. The firſt Effect then of 
Medicines hot in the firſt ee, is, 
by their ſweat and temperate heat to 
reduce the body to its natural heat as 
the fire doth the external parts in cold 
weather, unleſs the affliction of cold 
be ſo great that ſuch mild Medicines 
U not ſerve the turn. 
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Mitigation 1 ariſing from ſuch a 
diſtemper, and indeed this effect hath 
other Medicines, ſeme that are cold, 
and ſome that are-hotter than the ſiſi 
degree, they being rationally applied 
to the diſtemper : Theſe Medicines 
the Greeks call 4ysSvra, and ſhal be 
ſpoken of in their proper places. In 
this place let it ſuffice that Medicines 
hot inthe firſt degree, make the offen- 
ding humors thin, and expel them by 
ſweat, or inſenſible tranſpiration, and 
theſe of al other are moſt congruons or 
agreeable to the Body of man, for there 
is no ſuch equal temperature of hear 
and cold in a {ound man, but heat e+- 
ceeds, ſor we live by heat and moĩſtute, 
and not by cold. | 
| Medicines then which are hot in the 
| fieft degree, are ſuch as juſt correſpond 
to the natural heat of our bodies; ſuch 
as are hotter or colder,are more ſubject 
to do miſchief, being adminiſtred by 
an unskilful hand, than theſe are, be- 
cauſe of their contrariery to Nature; 
whereas theſe are grateful to the Body 
by their moderate hear. 
Effect 3. Thirdly, Theſe take a- 
way wear ineſs, and help feavers, being 
outwatdly applied, becauſe they open 
the pores ofthe Skin, and by their gen- 
tle heat prepare the humors, and take 
away thoſe fuliginous vapors that are 
cauſed by feavers. 
Diſcommodities. ] Yet may diſ- 
. commodities ariſe by heedleſs giving 
even of theſe, which I would have 
 yong Students in Phyſick to be very 
caretul in, leſt they do more miſchief 
than they are aware of, viz. It is poſli- 
ble by too much ule of them, to con- 
ſume not only what is inimical in the 
body, but al ſo the ſubſtance it ſelf, and 
the ſtrength of the ſpirits , whence 
comes faintings, and ſomtimes dea h:

Thoſe which 'arrain the third degree 
ef heat, have the ſame faculties with 
thoſe before mentioned; but as they 
are hotter, ſo are they more powerful 
in their operations, for they are fo 
powerful in heating and cutting, that 
if unadviſedly given they caule Fea- 
vers. "Uſe." Their uſe is to cut tough 
and compacted humors, to provoke 
ſweat abundantly 3 hence it comes to 
pals that al of them reſiſt poyſon.

Of Cooling Medicines.

Thoſe Medicines which are leaſt 
cold of al, obtain the firſt degree of 
Coldneſs 3 and I beſeech you take no-

Naturally, and Per ſe (as Scholers cil 
it) friendly to the Body, bur what 
good they do our Bodies, they do it per

The giving then of cold Medicines 
to a man in his Natural remper, the 
ſeaſon of the year alſo being but mo- 
derately hot,extinguiſketh natural heat 
in the body of man.

To conſume 
moiſture, ſtop fluxes, and make ſuch 
parts dry as are ſlipery, they make the 
Body and Members firm, whcn they 
are weakned by too much moiſture, 
that ſo they may perform their proper 
functions. 

Yer although the Members be 
1 by drying Medicines, 
they have nomichilunding their own 
proper moiſture in them, which ought 
to be conſerved, and not diſtreyed, for 
without it they cannot conſiſt: If 
then this moiſture be conſumed by u- 
ling, or rather over-uſe of drying Me- 
dicines, the Members can neither be 
noutilhed, nor yet perform their pro- 
per actions. : 

Such Medicines as are dry in the 
third degree, being unadviſedly given, 
hinder the parts of the Body they are 
apropt iated to, of their nouriſhment,

To return to my purpoſe. - 

Some Cerhalicks purge the Brain, 
ſome heat it, ſome cool it, ſome 
ſtrengthen it; but how they perform 
this Office peculiarly to the brain, 
moſt Phyſitians confeſs they could nei- 
ther comprehend by Reaſon, nor dil- 
cribe by Precepts, only thus, they do 
it by an hidden quality, either by 
ſtrengthening the Brain, thereby de- 
fending it from Diſeaſes, or by a cer- 
tain Antiparhy between them and the 
Diſeaſes incident to the brain. 

Laſtly, For the uſe of licks, 
ebſerve, if the brain be much afflicted, 
you cannot wel ſtrenthen ir before you 
have purged it, neither can you wel 
purge the brain before you have clenſed 
the reſt of the body, it is ſo ſubject to 
receive the vapors up to it; give coo- 
ling Cephalicks when the brain is too 

hot, and hot Cephalicks, when it is 
roo cold. | 

Beware of uſing cooling Medicineg 

to the Brain when the Criſis of a Dis- 
eaſe is neer: How that time may be 
known, I ſhal (God aſiſting me) in- 
ſtruct you hereafter, I cannot do all 
things at one time ; let it ſuffice now, 
that according as the Diſeaſe aſfli Qing 
your Head is, ſo let your remedy be. 
Of Medicines apropriated to 
the Eyes. 

Take ſuch Medicines as are apropriat- 
ed to the Eyes under the name of [0c- 
cular Medicines] I do it partly to avoid 
multiplicity of words, and partly to 
inſtru my Country men in the terms 
of Art belonging to Phyfick,(1 would 
have called them [Opbthalmicks)] had 
not the word been troubleſome to the

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+ Ocular Medicines are two fold, viz,

ſuch as are referred to the Viſive Ver- 
tues, und ſuch as are referred tothe 
Eyes themſelves. | 

Such as ſtrengthen the Viſive Vere 
or the Optick Nerves which convey it 
to the Eyes (ſay r do it by an 
hidden Vertue, into the reaſon of 
which no man can dive, unleſs they 
ſhould fetch it from the Similitude of 
the ſubſtance; And yet they (ay 4 
Goats Liver conduceth much to make 
one ſee in the night, and they give this 
Reaſon, Becauſe Goats ſee as well in 
the night as in the day. Yer is there 
no affinity in temperature nor ſub- 
ſtance between the Liver and the eyes; 
However Aſtrologers know wel & 
nough that all Herbs, Plants, &c. 
That are under the Dominion of ei- 
there Sun or Moon, and apropriatel 
to the Head, be they hot or cold they 
ſtrengthen the Viſive Vertue, as Eye- þ 
bright which is hot, Lunaria or Moon- 
wort which is cold. 

As for what appertains to the cot-þþ, 
ſtitution of the Eyes themſelves ſeeing 
they are exa ct in ſence, they will not þþ, 
indure the leaſt inconvenience, there Ih. 
fore ſuch Medicines as are outwardly ſhy, 
applied to them (for ſuch Medicines .

the Body ; for the more a Medicine 
clenſeth the more it conglutinates 3

and ſoftning, being outwardly applied 
to the Breaft.

Secondly, In all theſe obſerve, That 
foch as are gentle are only to be given 
to delicate and tender bodies, whether 
the body be weake naturally, or cauſed 
fo by ſickneſs, above all give not vomits 
to weak ſlomachs, for the Fundament 
is ordained by nature to avoid the Ex- 
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crements ond not the mouth, which 
was ordained to take in, not to vomit | 
out, th:refore uſe vomits as ſeldom as : 
may be. | 
| But for the Election of Purges, Let 
ſuch as are apropriared to flegm and 
Melancholly be mixed with ſuch things 
as arc thin in ſubſtance, and of a cui- 
ting qualirv, becauſe theſe humors are 
tough, gentle Medicines will ſerve to 
evacuate Water and Choller uſually, I 
ſay [uſually] becauſe ſometimes water 
requires ſuch: Medicines, as are of force 
to call chem from the extream parts of 
the Buy, and ſuch mult needs be vio- 
lent in operation. I entreat all yong 
Students in Phyſick to be very careful 
in adminiſtring violont Medicines, 
and that never without due preparati- 
on of the body beforehand, never unleſs 
the humor be ſo repugnant that it will 
not yield to gently: And oh ! that 
ſimple people would learn to be but ſo 
wiſc as to let them alone, and nor take 
them themſelves, the evil they may do 


them (if not regulated by an abler brain 
than dwels in their skuls) is certain; 
the good very uncerrtain; for ſuch 
violent Medicines as purge Choller if 
immoderately taken, firſt draw the 
Choller, then the Flegm, afterwards 
the Melancholly, then they!cauſe cor- 
roſions and draw the blood; Such as 
purge Flegm and Warer violently when 
they have drawn that, then they draw 
the Choller, then Melancholly, they 


then corrode, and ſo either by exco- 


riation or opening the mouths of the 
Veins, bloody Fluxes alſo follow, and 
many times the deſeaſe ends in the 
Grave; and ſo alſo the immoderate 
Purgation of Melancholly, firſt draws 
Choller (I mean after the Melancholly 
is evacuated) then Flegm, and ends 
as the other do, but I think this is e- 
nough to wiſe men. To return. 

If you prepare the body beforehand 
(you will not want inſtruct ĩons how to 
do it inthe COMPOUNDS) 
then gentler Medicines will ſerve the 
turn, and therefore ſuch Mcdicines as 
purge Water, ad but cutting Medicines 
to tbem, and they purge Flegm. 

And then again, I deſire you to take 
notice that ſuch Medicines as have a 
binding qualiry in them are very hurt-

IN Purging Medicines are many 

things conſiderable which are either 
to be helped forwards or correed, for 
of Purges ſome work too ſlowly, others 
too violently 
Or to be a little more diſtinct, ſome 
vices of a purge may be known before 
it is given = others not til after, I 
ſhal begin with the firſt. 
There is chis almoſt properly in all 
Purges, that they are obnoxious to 
the Stomach, and indeed to Nature 
it ſelf, therfore mix ſome things with 
them which ſtrengthen the Heart and 
Stomach. 

Again, The gentleſt Purges that 
are have one diſcommodity in them 
that they are eaſily turned to Wind, 
therſore mix ſuch things with them as 
expel wind (the former Rules amongſt 
the Simples wil furniſh you with e- 
nough and more than enough of ei- 
ther for although they be not windy 
of themſelves, yet by their heat they 
ſtir up wind, though they meet with 
Flegm, or Melancholly. 

Violent Purges by their Acrimony 
or ſharp gnaw ing quality are inimical 
to the Bowels, which muſt in no wiſe 
be corrected with binding Phyſicks 
for that wil mend them as the Fletcher 
mends his Bolt, viz. Spoil al, and
